In view of the fact that they are presently deferred 
because of a dependency status, there is, unfortunately, 
no action which can be taken up under the present law to 
make them stay in essential industry. 


There is a further angle, in that minor and major 
league baseball has not been prohibited in this country. 
As a matter of fact, it has been encouraged and,consequently, 
any attempt to prevent these persons from playing ball in 
Mexico might be definitely misconstrued, particularly because 
of their color,
